Enclosed for the Bureau are two copies of an 
inventory list which sets forth the identity of Atlanta 
communications that the Atlanta Office is forwarding to FBIHQ 
as an enclosure to this airtel in connection with captioned 
matter. 


In addition, two copies' of this inventory list 
itself are being enclosed for recipient offices. 

Referenced Biireau airtel of 2/17/77, advised of 
the dismissal of both civil actions in captioned matter, 
but per a court order, the Bureau requested each office to 
transmit to FBIHQ all known copies of tape recordings, trans- 
cripts and logs resulting from the FBI's microphonic and 
telephonic surveillances between 1963 and 1968 of the plaintiff 
organization's former president; MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR., 
his home, places of publiq- accomodation occupied by him and 
of the plaintiff organizatrron ' s offices in Atlanta, Georgia, 
and New York City, New York. FBIHQ subsequently advised that 
only the tapes, transcripts and logs should be sent to FBIHQ 
and not communications that included paraphrases of these 
elsurs. 

Atlanta had an electronic surveillance (elsur) on 
the residence of MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR., Atlanta, Georgia, 
and the Atlanta SCLC Office from approximately 1963-1966. 

Atlanta had no known tapes or transcripts of any 
of these elsurs, but Atlanta did have logs which contained 
information from these elsurs and these logs were sent to 
FBIHQ by Atlanta on 3/14/77 for inclusion in the National 
Archives . 

Referenced Buairtel of 4/12/77, then instructed 
recipients that the Department had advised that to comply 
with the court order in this. matter it would now be necessary 
to locate paraphrases of this elsur information that was 
included in communications .

As a result, FBIHQ and recipient offices are 
requested to review the enclosed inventory list and then 
locate and retrieve the copies of Atlanta conununications 
designated for FBIHQ and each office. All copies are to 
be retrieved and sent to FBIHQ, Attention: Mr. VJILLIAM 
D. BREDEWEG, and in addition, send two copies of an 
inventory list of these retrieved Atlanta communications 
to FBIHQ.

"Oa 2/7/66 a meeting was. held ©f tfee SCLG executive 
staff. According to Hosea Williams, severe criticism was 
leveled against him during this staff meeting. 

• "'Apparently a letter had been directed to Dr, 

■ Hfiartin Luther King, Jr, , alleging that Williams had mis~ 
''appropriated SGLC funds in the past and in all probability 
was continuing to do so. Some of the . individuals who 
signed this letter are John Barber, Bilark Harrington, 

Robert. Green, Junius Griffin, Bob Pitch, Randolph T, Blackwell,' 
and Fred C. Bennett. 

"After Dr. King brought this letter to the attention 
of the executive staff a' discussion ensued. During this 
discussion Williams- asked why, his records had not been brought 
to the attention of . the executive staff and presented in such 
a manner to show Just where he had mis^appropriated money . 
Williams also declared that James Harrison of the SCLG Finance 
Office had previously told -him -his books were in order, Williams, 
suggested to the staff that if they felt ,his .books were not 
currently in.'.order they might request Mrs, Sadler, -acting 
comptroller ,. a nd Harrison .to currently audit his records. 
Williams. pointed out that the staff apparently took no action 
predicated on his comments toward examining his records 
despite the allegations made in the ■ aforementioned letter. 

"Williams said at this point. Dr. Martin ' Luther King, 

Jr. told the staff that previously (exact ttm© not mentioned) ^ 
someone had mentioned to him .that pos£«ibly none off the financial 
records regarding SCLC activity in Birmingham, Ala. were being 
maintained correctly, . Dr, King said he had inquired of 
' , Harrison regarding this and had been told that such records 
in Birmingham were in good order. Dr, King said after having 
been so advised he completely forgot -about the matter and 
wondered why at the present time such an uproar was being- made 
of this."

Source advised during the conference referred to 
in enclosed LHM, he was periodically engaged in ascertaining 
various items of information pursuant to the requests of 
some of the staff members present. Accordingly, his continuity 
in following some of the discussions which took place was 
interrupted, O 

Referenced teletype indicated that on 2/13/66 source 
advised some comments made during course of this conference 
suggested the possibility of personality clash between 

LEVISON and WACHTEL, When discussing this matter with 
informant in detail on 2/16/66, he stated this was simply 
based on a statement at one point by ESKRIDGE made to KING. 
After KING had been talking at great length on one particular 
point, ESKRIDGE endeavored to get him back to the subject 
under consideration and commented that HARRY WACHTEL was 
not running this particular meeting. To this comment 
LEVISON indicated he shared the same view as ESKRIDGE, 

For a period of time during the conference, ESKRIDGE "either 
inadvertently or in jest addressed LEVISON as ’’HARRY," On 
each occasion LEVISON made a point of correcting ESKRIDGE. 
Informant said it was from these two items that he sensed 
a slight f^gree of animosity toward WACHTEL on the part of 
LEVISON,

On February 16, 1966, a confidential source advised 
Reverend MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR., President, Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference {SCLC} called a conference 
of several individuals on February 12, 1966. This conference 
was held at SCLC headquarters and lasted throughout most 
of the day. It was attended by the following individuals. 
Reverend KING, Reverend RALPH D. ABERNATHY, Vice President 
and Treasurer, SCLC,;' RANDOLPH T'. BLACKWELL, Program Direct 
SCLC, HOSEA WILLIAMS, Director, Voter Registration,- SCLG, 
ANDREW J. YOUNG, .Executive Director, SCLC, JAMES HARRISON, 
Bookkeeper, SCLG, JUNIUS GRIFFIN, Director of Public 
Relations, SCLG, CHAUNCEY ESKRIDGE, Legal Counselor, SCLC, 
Mrs, WILLIE B. SADLER, Acting Comptroller, SCLC, CLARENCE 
JONES and STANLEY LEVISON. , 

Reverend KING announced this conference was of 
an emergency nature, the purpose of which was to examine 
the immediate financial condition of SCLG ^ and ^endeavor to 
determine methods of increasing the organization's income, 

A financial report submitted by HARRISON reflected 
that for some time prior to February 12, 1966, income of 
SCLC had lagged appreciably and accounts payable as of .that 
date-, approximated $40,000, Asset® of the organ!

GOiisisted of approximately $23,000 easfe maintained 
in the Citizens Trust Company Bank, Atlanta, and 
savings accounts maintained by SCLC in several banks 
located in various cities. Thpse savings accounts 
constituted a reserve of apprOxiinately $35,000. An 
additional reserve was mentioned and appeared to 
consist of some type of stock certificate having a 
present potential value of about $140,000. 

HARRISON submitted a recommendation of 
the SCLC Finance Office that in view of anticipated 
income from existing sources (not identified) SCLC ^ 
avoid borrowing .money so as not to 'encumber itself- . 
with additional debt. 

Reverend KING explained that the thought 
of SCLC^ij struggling through financial difficulties 
placed ,a mental burden upon him which curbed energy 
he required for. other necessary activity. Consequently, 
Reverend KING said he desired that SCLC*s debtor 
status .be eliminated in order that he would not plagued 
with this burden. 

SADLER pointed out to Reverend KING that his 
budget as of thife;;present time was in arrears regarding 
travel expenses. Reverend KING ■ emphatically stated, he 
would not tolerate his activity being restricted in any 
manner. He declared that at any time his travel expenses 
exceeded the amount which had been budgeted therefore 
it would be necessary to adjust the organization ’ s ' 
budget inrrthis.crespeet . Reverend KING stated, however, 
he insisted upon being advised when organizational 
expenditures by SCLC staff members exceeded the budgeted 
figure for their rospective departments. 

The conference then gave consideration to several 
means of raising funds for SCLC.

Source advised that... as-, of February 13, 1966 
negotiations; to obtain this loan were being undertaken. 

At .the conference , Reverend KING suggested 
the- loan from the Citizens- Trust Company be repaid with 
money realized- from solicitation of churches. He observed 
that this was a potential source of funds upon which 
SCLC to date had not pursued to any great extent. The 
conference decided that YOUNG assisted by CAROL HOOVER, 
Director of Special Events, SCLC, would draw up a list 
of churches to be contacted. The initial manner of 
contacting' these .churches was not-, decided.' However, it ,, 
was agreed that ABERNATHY will follow the initial contact 
with a telegram and if a contribution is not forthcoming 
within onecweek ABERNATHY will follow the telegram with 
a phone call. 

To assist in repaying the Citizens Trust 
Company, LEVISON. suggested that certain labor organizations 
(not identified) also' be solicited^Tor contributions. 

LEVISON and JONES accepted responsibility for handling 
solicitation of these organizations. 

The conference agreed that the foregoing 
two solicitation programs could be expected to produce 
$50,000 which would leave a surplus over the amount borrowed 
from the Citizens Trust Company. 

, As a precautionary measure against unexpected 
financial difficulty, the conference requested ESKRIDGE 
to negotiate a loan with a Chicago bank (not identified) 
which could be obtained by SCLC on extremely short notice 
at some future date. The exact amount of this loan was 
not prescribed during the conference. It also agreed that

ESKRIDGE ''s negotiatioras should eoucern an amount which 
will be secured by a stock certificate handled by Merrill, 

Lynch, Pierce, Fenner and Smith, ,ImCo, which the 
conference understood has a current potential market 
value of $140,000. Source was . unable to furnish any 
details i^egarding this stock. 

The conference agreed to look into the 
possibility of implementing a suggestion made by ESKRIDGE. 
ESKRIDGE suggested a radio program be obtained which would 
feature Reverend KING ahd also possibly ABERNATHT, This 
program would be a short Sunday morning program produced 
by a number of radio stations throughout the country and 
in essence would be an appeal for contributions ^ to SCLC. 

The conference discussed a fund raising activity 
which source advised apparently had been initially organized 
by SGLC prior to the date of. this conference. Source was. 
unable to advise who may have actually originated this 
activity but understood HARRY WACHTEL is concerned in some 
manner with the administration of this activity. This will 
consist of a fund raising in three European cities which 
will commence during March, 1966, Two of these cities are 
London, England and Paris, France, The third city is located 
in a Scandanavian country, the identity of which source v/as 
unable to advise. In each of these cities SCLG contemplates 
that most of the fund raising effort (not discussed in detail) 
will be undertaken by a local ba>nk and local residents. 

From this activity SCLG contemplates realizing up to $200,000. 

In regard to this European activity, LEVISON 
voiced his ©pinion that $200,000 was an unrealistic expectation. 
He did not say what he expected SCLG would realize from this 
activity but indicated he definitely felt it would be less 
than $200,000,

It was als® discuissed that- diariEg tliie month 
of March, 1966 SCLC, through the assistance of HARRY 
BELAFONTE, will hold a concert program in Chicago. Financial 
benefit realized from this program will be shared jointly 
by SCLC and the Coordinating Council of Community 
Organizations in Chicago. 

JONES announced that arrangements had been made 
with a current popular entertainment group known as the 
Supremes. This group during its forthcoming tours throughout 
various sections of the country will solicit financial 
contributions for SCLC. According to JONES it is anticipated 
that $100,000 will be realized from the efforts of this 
group. JONES also, announced that a recording company (not 
identified) has previously donated- approximately 200 records 
to the American Foundation on Non-Violence (AFN) . It is 
anticipated that-. these records will be sold for the benefit 
of SCLC by the AFN of which HARRY WACEfTEL is Executive Vice 
President. 


During the conference, LEVISON made brief reference 
to the mail solicitation program handled by the New York 
Office of SCLC. He said experience has shown that contributions 
derived from this program are to a large extent seasonal- in 
amount. LEVISON explained that during the spring months 
SCLC could reasonably expect its receipts to be appreciably 
better than other months ©f the year. 

Reverend KIN® advised the conference that 
throughout the balance of this year he was confident that 
his . own speaking engagements and concerts given from 
time to time by his wife, COSETTA SCOTT KIN©, tfould realize 
close to $100,000 for the benefit of SCLC.

Source advised that for the most part the 
individuals attending this conference participated in 
the various discussions which took place and seemed 
to share the opinion the conference as a whole was 
beneficial.

”The Southern Patriot” was cited as an ”Organ” 
of the SOUTHERN CONFERENCE FOR HUMAN WELFARE (SCHW) by 
the Committee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, 
on the SCHW, June 12, 1947, 

The SCHW was cited as a communist front by the 
committee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, 

June 16, 1947, 

An amendment to the charter of the SCHW changed 
the name of that organization to the SCEF, and listed its 
purpose as being to improve the educational and cultural 
standards of the Southern people in accordance with the 
highest American democratic institutions, traditions, and 
ideals. The amendment was dated April 26, 1946, 

A source advised on March 2, 1961, that CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT, a Communist Party functionary, stated at a meeting 
of the Communist Party in Baltimore, Maryland, on February 25, 
1961, that the Communist Party is not connected with any 
progressive movement but indirectly they do have some influence 
in the SCEF, 

A second source, who is familiar with some phases of 
Communist Party activity in the New Orleans area, advised 
on June 2, 1965, that during the time the SCHW was in 
existence. Communist Party (CP) members have not been 
encouraged to work in the SCEF, The source stated the 
SCEF is a progressive, liberal organization, which he 
considers a CP front organization because it has gone along 
with the Communist Party on certain issues, particularly 
on the racial question. 

On June 2, 1964, the second source advised that 
in the past he has considered JAMES DOMBROWSKI, the Executive 
Director of the SCEF, to be a Communist, if not an actual 
Communist Party member, because he followed communist 
principles. 

The second source advised on May 27, 1963, 
that many people who are officials and members of the SCEF, 
while liberal in their views, are by no means communists.
